Mr. Hruskoci , as my original submittal in April 12, 1999 , did need some revisions because of 
my " unfamiliar with patent prosecuting procedure" . In this re-submittal , I have become very 
familiar with patent prosecuting procedure , and I believe I have complied with all provisions of 
these patent prosecuting procedures . 

Furthermore , I am positive that my invention is patentable , and in these revised submittal 
my invention , I Believe , should be able to obtain " Patent Pending Designation" and shortly be 
issued and published . I sincerely ask and seek your help in expediting my patent application in 
order that my U.S. Patent might be published in an expeditious manner. In memorandum and 
support as I have previously supplied to you and in supporting materials from South Carolina 
Department of Health and Environmental Control emissions, NPDES discharge data , which as 
pursuant to Clean Water Act passed by Congress , all data concerning discharge and emissions 
are Public Information .
